pair, or big claws, have been spocializor:, 
as in the crab, and most others of the 
higher crustaceans, into.prehensile or­ 
gans for catching and crushing tho prey. 
Their use is obvious. 
Lobsters 
feed 
largely off mollnsksof various sortn and 
othor hard shelled marino animals. 
In 
order to bo ablo to break or crush tho 
■holls of these and so to get nt tho soft­ 
er flesh within they have acquired such 
large and very muscalar nippers or 
pinchcrs. That is not all, however. Not 
only havo tho two front legs licen dilTer- 
cntiated and specialiiicd from the eipht 
othors in this manner, but also, by a 
loro exception to tho symmetry of tho 
body, the right claW has been spccial- 
iccd frori tho left, ooch being intended 
to perform a distinct function. One is a 
scissors, tho other is a m ill; one is a 
cutter, tho other is a cracker. 


As a rule, the right clow is tho slen­ 
derer and longer. It has toothliko pro- 
jections or serrated edges on its nipping 
faces, and it is rather adapted fcr bit­ 
ing and severing than for crushing or 
grinding. Tho loft claw, on tho other 
hand, is usually thicker, heavier and 
rounder. Its muscles aro more itowerful, 
and iu place of sharp teeth it has blunt 
tubercles or hammers of difTeront nizes. 
It acts, in fact, more like a nut cracker 
than like teeth or a saw. It is a smash­ 
ing organ. 
Nevortheless you w ill lind 
it interesting to observe, by noting the 
lobster« served to yon nt tablo, that this 
differentiation has hardly as yet b«H:ome 
quite constant, for somotimes it is the 
right claw that displays the hamnicrlike 
nut cracker type and tho left that acts 
as nipper and biter, w hile sometimes no 
difference occurs at all, l)othclaws alike 
being sharp toothed or blunt hammered 
in the 
same 
specimen.—Loncman's 
Magazine.

Tho second half of 
tbe tar barrel is broken up, put inside 
and mixed with tor. 
A stone must bo 
used to knock iu tho noil which con- 
necta tbe polo and tho barrel. The bro­ 
ken bits in the barrel ore then lighted 
by moans of burning i)oat, no such thing 
as a lucifer match being allowed. 


For over 60 years the olavie has been 
made by the samo man, and one p.irtic- 
ular townsman has provided tho “ live” 
peat for 40 years.

a gallery otherwise known as a ''nigger 
heaven," and six boxes. The entire 
seating capacity will be l,17!t, divided 
;LS follows: 'Parquet, 28;"); dress circle,

Divlilon of Time. 


A "eolar day" is measured by the ro- 


tation of the earth upon ita axis, and is 
of different lengths, owing to the ellip- 
ticity of the earth's orbit and ofher 
causes; bub a "mean solar clay" is 24 
hours long, as reckoned by the time 
pieces. 


An astronomical day commences at 


noon and is counted from the first to the 
twenty-fourth hour. A "civil day" 
commences at midnight and is counted 
from the first to the twelfth hour, and 
then again commences with 1 and fin- 
ished with 12.

The Ixmtl of n Dust Storm. 


Blown dust is a general and familiar 


nuisance to housekeepers over tho entire 
west. A minimum estimate, verified by 
direct observation, for tbe quantity of 
dust settling ou floors 
during suoh 


storms is about a fourteenth of uu.ouilue 
of dust on a surface of a square yard, in 
half a day. A maximum estimate made 


the basis ut* the ahovo newspaper ac- 


counts would bo at least five pounds to 
a square yard of surface for u Blorm 
lasting 24 hours. If wo then suppose 
that u house that is 24 feet wido and 82 
feet long has open crevices, which aver- 
ago a sixteenth of an inch in width and 
have a running length in windows and 
doors of 150 feet, the wind may be sup- 
posed to enter half of these crevices 
with a velocity of five miles per hour for 
tho time the storm lasts, or for 24 hours. 
The dust may bo supposed to settle on 
not less than SO square yards of surface, 
including floor space and horizontal sur- 
faces Q£ furniture. 
Tho miuirunm esti- 


mate, based on these figures, gives us 225 
tons of dust to the cubic mile of air. Tho 
maximum estimate would bo 120,000 
tons.—Popular Science Monthly.
